the farm, October 3 and 4, made history of the right 

sort when 108 head sold for $90,225, an average of 
$835.42. While a somewhat higher average had been 
generally expected by breeders, this figure must be re- 
garded as satisfactory in view of the fact that so many 
of the high record cows were advanced in years and that 
nearly half of the offering consisted of calves and year- 
lings. Of the fifteen 1,000-lb. cows sold, ten were from 
ten to thirteen years of age, while only two were under 
nine years of age. The fact that ten of the fifteen 1,000- 
Ib. cows sold under the average of the sale emphasizes 
the fact that if Col. Pabst had been interested primarily 
in making a high herd average, by doing a little sorting 
in advance, he could easily have topped all recent sale 
figures. But having announced a complete dispersal of 
the Hollyhock herd, he carried it out literally. 

The results of this sale, however, require no alibi. 
A large and appreciative crowd was on hand during both 
days of the sale and

It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that two of the three figuring in this average were 
daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, and the 
other was a granddaughter of that famous sire whose off- 
spring were responsible for the $1,100 average in the 
Erickson dispersal. 

The sale got away to a good start with May Pietertje 
Homestead Ormsby, famous All-American daughter of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, out of May Walker Ollie 
Homestead herself. Femco Farms, Breckenridge, Minne- 
sota, owned by F. E. Murphy, publisher of the Minne- 
apolis Tribune, finally secured this great cow for $6,000 
after a rather long and drawn out contest with Winter- 
thur Farms represented by Manager J. R. Danks. Her 
five-day-old heifer calf by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes went 
to the same purchaser for $1,025. Femco Farms were not 
only first to be chalked up on the score board, but were 
the heaviest supporters of the sale both in numbers and 
in price, taking thirteen head for a total of $20,600.

mussen, owner of Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Illinois, was 
the last contender on Wisconsin Pride 2d, going up to 
$5,700. Mr. Rasmussen was the final bidder, however, on 
three of the famous animals in this herd. As has already 
been mentioned, he purchased Hollyxock Piebe Fobes at 
$10,000. This famous All-American winner had completed 
the first 286 days of her yearly test with 1,001 lbs. butter, 
24,262 lbs. milk, and is expected to crowd the 1,200-lb. 
mark for butter and the 29,000-lb. mark for milk for the 
year She was sold open but, of course, was guaranteed 
to be a breeder. The last contending bidder was Winter- 
thur Farms at $9,800. In other stages of the bidding, there 
were a whole flock of contenders, W. S. Moscrip, who rep- 
resented Waldo S. Kellogg of Connecticut in the sale, go- 
ing up to $6,100, while F. E. Murphy did not drop out until 
the $7,500 mark was passed. From there on, it was a bat- 
tle between Winterthur and Elmwood. By this purchase, 
Elmwood Farms added to their herd both of the National 
grand champions of last year and may be expected to 
make further show ring history with these animals. Elm- 
wood also secured that grand old thirteen-year-old matron, 
Dell Lyons Model Korndyke, whose son topped the Na- 
tional Sale in 1925 and 1926. The price was $875. 
Another large purchaser in the sale was E. A. Baker 
of Boston, and- Rockingham, New Hampshire, who se- 
cured four very choice additions to his high class herd 
for a total of $6,500. The best of these was Hollyhock 
Bess Sadie Rhoda, a 32-lb. daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes that is making a great yearly record and which 
in type has frequently been mistaken for her All-American 
sister, Hollyhock Piebe Fobes.

Out in Chicago we have an Extension Department 
manned by a very attractive personel headed by Earl J. 
Cooper, director, with men specializing in various depart- 
mental activities. The Holstein public know all too little 
about what is being done for the Holstein cow in the way 
of publicity. 3y this we mean entirely aside from the 
paid advertising which they view over the signature of 
the Association in the various breed, dairy and farm 
magazines. By this we mean the publicity—news, which 
the Extension Department obtains in behalf of Holsteins. 

The gentleman in charge of the publicity department 
for the Association is W. G. Lacy, trained in the hard 
school of newspaper enterprize and schooled in the art 
of getting his stories into print. Since Mr. Lacy came 
with the association early in 1926 a systematically con- 
certed effort has been under way to acquaint the press 
of America, both monthly, weekly and daily, with the 
development of Holsteins. 

Naturally enough the stories must be real news to get 
a place in a paper’s columns in competition with the many 
activities of every day life. News is a commodity. It has 
to be sold to the editors who are to okay and publish it, 
and it has no value unless it is news. 

It came as a distinct surprise to us to learn the actual 
value of publicity that has been obtained for Holsteins in 
the past eighteen months, since January ist, 1926. Mr. 
Lacy’s department has employed the services of one 
clipping service to return to them all clippings pertaining 
to Holsteins that have been published in a various list of 
newspapers throught the country. These newspapers 
have included the dairy and farm publications and a 
selected list of daily and weekly newspapers. These clip- 
pings show that in the eighteen months since January

cannot cover the field entirely, has returned clippings

Publicity is obtained through 
various channels. Particularly timely news items of 
national importance are put on Associated Press and 
United Press wires. When a story gets such distribution 
it is difficult to calculate the extent to which it spreads 
for practically every newspaper in the country uses 
Associated or United Press facilities or a similar service. 

Special stories are syndicated as features in four 
national syndicating services. 

The list of dairy and farm publications used by the 
Association’s Extension Department includes 75 publica- 
tions, embracing all the state farm papers, the farm bu- 
reau publications, and the standard dairy publications of 
the agricultural field. 

A fourth group of mediums includes a selected number 
of newspapers. One great daily newspaper alone during 
the first nine months of 1927 has carried altogether more 
than a full page of Holstein news prepared in Mr. Lacy’s 
department. At advertising rates this publicity would 
have cost the Association $4,592.00. These same stories 
have in addition appeared in this newspaper’s syndicate of 
25 other papers and have had as a result wide national 
distribution. 

As we have stated, any figures upon the amount of 
publicity received by these Holstein stories is based upon 
the returns from a single clipping service and it is entirely 
probable that not more than half of the actual publicity 
received can be recorded by this single clipping service. 
A clipping service it may be explained is an organization 
that. scans a given number of newspapers for all news 
respecting a particular subject. In this case it is news 
items containing reference to Holsteins that are clipped 
and forwarded to the Extension Department. It must be 
explained that the clippings occasionally contain news 
items that had not originated with the Extension Depart- 
ment but this gain in publicity is, of course offset and 
greatly exceeded by the number of news items that do 
not receive attention in these summaries because of the 
fact that-a single clipping service is operating to collect 
the Holstein items that have been carried in newspapers. 

The Extension Department has a number of different 
kinds of stories that it can merchandize in behalf of Hol-

The story is then prepared 
in longer form and sent direct to the list of dairy and 
farm publications. This list includes approximately 
seventy-five magazines. When photographs are available 
and the story is of sufficient interest it is placed with 
Newspaper Enterprize Association, Editor’s Feature Ser- 
vice and the Western Newspaper Union; Syndicates which 
serve several thousands of newspapers.

tension Office from state and county fairs and is prepared 
in proper form for distribution to newspapers and maga- 
zines in the respective states. Stories of this sort are 
sent direct to newspapers and magazines. They are also 
broadcast by a Chicago Radio Broadcasting Station. 

6. Stories of Cow Testing Associations—From cow

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Views On The Herd Test 


IDELY divergent views on the details of the herd 
W test are expressed by breeders in letters that have 

come to the World during the past few weeks. 
Following the announcement of the proposed plan, we 
mailed copies of it to about five hundred representative 
breeders in all sections of the country, with a request that 
they tell us how it appealed to them. The responses have 
been received in sufficient number to draw some general 
conclusions. Of the nearly one hundred letters received 
commenting on the herd test, approximately sixty per cent 
expressed themselves as favorable to the plan as outlined. 
Twenty-two per cent, approximately, favored the idea of a 
herd test but with some changes suggested. About eigh- 
teen per cent were inclined to oppose the whole idea of 
a herd test. This opposition was in general on the ground 
that either a herd test would serve no useful purpose not 
now served by the cow testing association or that we have 
enough testing divisions already and that Class C could 
be made to serve the purpose of a herd test if breeders 
would only use it. 

Taking up next the objections of those who would like 
to see a herd test adopted with modifications, the greatest 
bone of contention seems to be the requirement in the 
proposed plan for the keeping of daily milk records for 
each cow on test. The reason the committee inserted this 
requirement in the plan was to provide an additional 
check upon the accuracy of the one-day official period as 
the supervisor could by inspection of the barn records 
see if the production in the preceding days had been com- 
parable to that at the time of his official visit. It was 
also recommended as a part of the plan because it is con- 
sidered good dairy practice for dairymen to know the 
daily production of their cows. Objections to this re- 
quirement, however, come from several classes of breed- 
ers. These include small herd owners who do their own 
work and who object to the labor involved in weighing 
each milking for every cow. Others are from large herd 
owners or absentee owners who argue that the require- 
ments would be burdensome and not accurately carried 
out by their employees and that in many cases milkers 
are illiterate and are unable to perform the weighing and 
recording accurately. Most of those who raise this ques- 
tion feel that such a requirement would operate to keep 
out many herds which would otherwise be entered in the 
test. 

Another point raised is in the matter of mixed herds 
of pure breds and grades. The plan as outlined provides 
that the test shall be made only upon pure bred Holsteins. 
Several correspondents suggest that in the case of herds 
containing part pure breds and part grades that the 
supervisor be allowed to conduct a test upon the entire 
herd, but that the production of the grades be not in- 
cluded in the herd average or recognized in any way by 
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the association but the figures on the grades be provide 
for the owner’s information only. The only objection we 
see to this suggestion, which is excellent in its intent, jg 
the possibility it would offer to herd owners who were 
especally desirious of getting a high herd average for the 
publicity value they would secure from it, of enterj 
only their better cows from the pure bred end or the herd 
and considering the balance of their less desirable pure 
breds as grades for the purpose of the test. Unless the 
records in the office of the secretary are so arranged that 
all of the pure bred animals standing on the books in the 
name of any owner could be determined conveniently by 
the secretary, it would be very difficult to check up op 
this point and while the breeders who attempted this 
might be traveling on rather thin ice we think there is a 
loop hole for manipulation here. 

A large proportion of those who offered suggestions 
for changing the proposed plan urged a closer hook-up 
with the present cow testing association system. Several] 
expressed concern over the danger of raiding present or- 
ganized cow testing associations by taking out a large 
proportion of the pure bred herds and putting them into 
a separate herd test by our association. It was pointed 
out that in many localities, cow testing associations have 
a hard time of it as it is to get herds enough to fill the 
tester’s schedule and expressed the fear that if many of 
the pure bred herds were taken out it would result in the 
abandonment of these associations in many instances. 
Other writers made the point that one of the greatest 
sources of propaganda for our breed is the direct com- 
parison of pure bred Holsteins as compared with grades 
and other breeds as reported through cow testing asso- 
ciation work. 

One of the most frequent objections raised was to the 
idea of having eight periods of supervision forty-five days 
apart. Some objected on the grounds that it would lower 
the reliability of the record to go below twelve monthly 
periods of supervision, while others raised the very prac- 
tical point that such tests with eight periods forty-five 
days apart would not fit in with any other form of test- 
ing, whether cow testing association or regular semi-offi- 
cial work where the tester is supposed to come once in 
approximately every thirty days. 

Regarding this objection, data from many sources has 
shown that the variation in actual computation based upon 
eight or even six periods of supervision is extremely 
slight when compared with yearly records computed on 
twelve monthly periods. In fact, the variation was so 
small that we think all of the breed associations ought to 
give serious consideration to the idea of cutting down the 
number of periods of supervision for all of their long-time 
test work in the regular A. R. classes. As a matter of 
fact, they are already doing so in Canada. 

The other objection to the eight periods of supervision 
is not so easily disposed of because it is important that 
the herd test shall fit in with other forms of testing. It 
certainly ought not to be the policy of the Association to 
add any new Classification that would not work in har- 
mony with the regular classes of the Advenced Registry. 
The suggestion has been made that for herds that are 
running strings of cows on straight semi-official work the 
herd test might be carried on by having six periods of 
supervision approximately two months apart. In other 
words, every other time a supervisor came to make the 
regular semi-official inspection on a part of the herd, he 
would stay long enough to make the herd test on the 
balance of the eligible members of the herd. Possibly a 
similar arrangement would be worked out in connection 
with herds in cow testing associations, 

This brings us down to a rather fundamental question 
in connection with the proposed herd test. There seems 
to be wide variance of opinion as to what the fundamental 
purpose of such a test ought to be and the reasons that will 
induce breeders to go into it. On the one hand we have a 
demand from breeders for an inexpensive test on the 
entire herd that will be of the greatest possible com- 
mercial value to them for the money expended in selling 
their surplus animals. On the other hand, we have a 
demand for a test that will be principally informative to 
the owner as a basis for culling and selection. 

As we see it, if there is any particular reason for the 
Association adopting a herd test that will interest 
breeders of pure bred Holsteins and be of greater service 
to them than regular cow testing association work would 
be, we believe it must provide a record that will be 
recognized as more carefully, supervised than the average 
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cow testing association record. If the letters that have 
come to us are representative, this reflects the majority 
opinion of our breeders. 

Even so, we are not permitting ourselves to become 
too excited over the immediate results of adopting any 
form of herd test. We recall that some half dozen years 
or more ago there was considerable agitation among the 
preeders for a farmer’s class that would be limited to 
two-time milking. In response to this insistent demand, 
such a class was instituted, but it has never been used 
to any great extent by breeders and after all these years 
has only a negligible amount of patronage as compared 
with the other testing divisions. Possibly if the expense 
could be reduced by a lesser number of supervising 
periods it might be made to serve more nearly the pur- 
pose of a low cost commercial test that so many owners 
are apparently looking for in the proposed herd test. 

We want to take this opportunity of thanking those 
of our readers who have taken the trouble to express 
their views on this subject and we shall be pleased to 
see that your opinions and suggestions are made available 
for the consideration of the Board of Directors when it 


takes up this subject at Memphis next week. 


The Last Frontier 

HAT there is a real opportunity for the dairy breeds 
7 in the south is the opinion of B. W. Kilgore, Jr., who 

is author of the excellent article on one of the lead- 

ing herds of the south which appeared in our issue of 
October. Concerning the situation in the South, Mr. Kil- 
gore writes in a recent letter to the World: 

“During the past five years, I have traveled in 
practically all of the south except Texas, concen- 
trating my time in Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina. I feel sure from my Observations that the 
dairy industry is growing faster in this section than 
in any other in the entire country. I believe that 
the dairy breeds have a wonderful opportunity for 
growth in this section during the coming years. It 
is, in fact, the ‘Last Frontier’ for dairy development 
work.” 

We have previously called attention to the invasion of 
the south by some of our leading condensed milk and 
cheese manufacturing companies with the attendant 
opportunity offered for Holstein expansion in those lo- 
calities. From our personal observation, we are not very 
familiar with the conditions in many of the southern 
states, but those who have made a first hand study of the 
question are pretty well agreed that the great need of 
the south is education along dairy lines. That southern 
leaders are alive to their opportunities in this respect was 
evident from the. efforts they put forth to secure the Na- 
tional Dairy Exposition this year in a southern location 
and the good work the dairy leaders and educators 
throughout the south are now putting forth to get out a 
representative attendance of southern farmers. Special 
emphasis is being laid upon the educational features of 
the Dairy Show this year along the lines of better care as 
well as improved dairy cattle. We believe the results will 
dovetail well with the efforts that are being put forth 
from other sources to enlarge the dairy maps of the 
United States by pushing back the last frontier. 


The Hollvhock Sale 

HE dispersal of the Hollyhock herd last week fur- 
T nishes additional striking testimony to the greatly 
improved situation in the Holstein market. As in 

the earlier dispersal of the Minnesota Holstein Company 
herd, the Holstein public showed its willingness to pay 
for quality on a higher scale of valuation than. has been 
prevailing for some years past. The mark of $7,100 for 
females set in the Minnesota sale was here exceeded by 
one of the bright stars of this herd and the $10,000 figure 
recorded was the highest paid for a Holstein female since 
1920. In fact, but few cows in the entire history of the 
breed have ever sold at auction for as high as $10,000. 
The market today is demanding type, is demanding 


production and is demanding along with it proven lines of. 


breeding as a requisite for the top price. 

As in other succesful sales, the value of advertising 
was clearly reflected in the nation-wide attendance of 
breeders, the Hollyhock sale being truly a dispersal in 
that the 108 head found new homes in sixteen different 
States, including not only Wisconsin and the states ad- 
jacent, but as far east as Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
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York, Pennsylvania, Delaware and Maryland on the sea- 
board, and west as far as South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Missouri. 

While the Hollyhock herd had never patronized the 
show ring extensively, it was a member of this herd that 
was National grand champion and All-American four-year- 
old last year, and this same young cow was the one that 
brought $10,000 in the sale. Her sire, Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes, although never shown, was recognized through the 
liberal advertising extending over a period of years, as 
one of the choicest individuals of the breed.

the state’s herd contest at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress Show. There were only four herds competing 
in this contest, but it was the consensus of opinion among 
ringside observers that never before in any contest of this 
nature had four such good herds been brought out. The 
Michigan group which finished fourth contained the junior 
champion bull, the second, third and fourth prize aged 
cows and was well balanced throughout. Iowa in third 
place was made up entirely of animals that had placed 
inside the money, including the second prize aged bull, 
the first prize four-year-old, the second prize two-year-old 
and the yearling heifer that was junior champion of the 
show. Wisconsin in second place had five blue ribbon 
animals out of the eight. The Illinois string was headed 
by the two grand champions and was made up entirely of 
animals inside the money including the second prize sen- 
ior yearling bull, second prize four-year-old heifer and the 
first prize heifer calf. Six of the eight head were from 
the famous Elmwood Farms string that has been one of 
the outstanding winners on the circuit this year. Rules 
at Waterloo require a group of eight head should be 
owned by at least three exhibitors. Two of the animals 
shown in the picture not owned by Elmwood Farms are 
the yearling bull from Rock River Farms and a yearling 
heifer from Carl Rudolph. Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
undefeated grand champion, of course, headed the string, 
while the large-uddered aged cow standing next to the 
yearling bull in third position, Colantha Hark Delaphene, 
was grand champion female.

Cow Testing Groups Increase in Num- 

ber in South Dakota 

Seven cow-testing associations are 
now operating in South Dakota. Pros- 
pects are for several new associations 
to be organized and to start opera- 
tion this fall. 

The first cow-testing associations in 
this state were started more than 
ten years ago when one was organ-

ized in the Black Hills, another jp 
Brown county and a third near Sioux 
Falls. From 1916 to 1923 there were 
no associations operating in the state 
but in January 1923 the first organizg. 
tion of the present series was started 
in Day county. It has been in contip. 
uous operation ever since and is now 
entering the last months of. its fifth 
year. 


é 


The purpose and work of a cow 
testing association is given by @, 
Heebink, dairy specialist of the State 
College extension service as an or. 
ganization of 26 to 27 dairy farmers, 
who cooperatively employ a tester to 
keep milk and butterfat production 
records on each cow in the members’ 
herds. Feed costs and income ree. 
ords on each individual cow are algo 
kept by the tester. 

The man employed as tester spends 
one day each month at the home of 
every member. He weighs the milk 
of every cow both night and morning 
and tests it for butterfat. He weighs 
the feed fed each cow and enters all 
records in a herd record book which 
is left with the farmer. From these 
records the tester figures the profit 
or loss of each cow in the herd in 
dollars and cents. The cost of be- 
longing to a cow-testing association 
is $3.75 to $4 a member each month 
and all funds are used to pay the 
tester and to buy acid and glassware 
needed in testing. All the testers 
in South Dakota are under the direct 
supervision of the extension dairy 
specialist. 

Knowing the actual ability of his 
cows, the dairyman can with cer- 
tainty cull those that are. unprofitable, 
and feed the remainder properly and 
according to the amount they pro- 
duce. Cow-testing associations pro- 
mote the use of better sires, encour- 
age the use of sires that have proved 
their ability to increase production, 
and show the advantages of feeding 
satisfactory rations.

national conventions are received stories giving the name 

of each state delegate are sent to the newspapers in the 

respective states. 

9. Sire Train Stories—Stories on the advantages of 
pure bred sires including general facts about Holsteins 
are distributed in those sections through which dairy 
sire trains pass. These stories are sent direct to news- 
papers in those towns. 

10. State Championship Stories—Stories announcing 
new champions in the various classes by states have been 
on of the best sources of publicity. The Publicity Depart- 
ment obtaining facts on state championships in the 
various classes from Mr. Gardner’s office. Championship 
stories are given exclusinvely to the Associated Press 
and since there are a number of stories for every state 
this news is acceptable nationally. State farm papers 
receive these stories direct. 

11. Stories on Holstein Milk—Special articles on Hol- 
stein milk are written and submitted with success to 
Health and Commercial Magazines. 

To one who is interested in publicity for the good it 
will do the work of our Extension Department along these 
lines presents a picture of activity that is very reassuring. 
It is evident that very essential publicity is being obtained 
for the breed not only through the publicity department 
maintained by the association but through the work done 
by others. A notable example of this is the splendid pub- 
licity for the dairy industry, and particularly Holsteins, 
being obtained throughout the Northwest by the Minne- 
apolis Tribune published by F. E. Murphy. This is an 
example of newspaper enterprise, the value of which can- 
not be estimated in dollars and cents. 

The aim of the publicity department of the associa- 
tion is securing first of all the right kind of publicity and 
secondly as wide distributon of such news as is possible. 
The publicity department is dependent upon outside 
assistance for leads and stories which it can market. An 
essential of success is complete cooperation by the other 
departments. This is particularly true of the Advanced 
Registry Department where the recorded production 
becomes a marketable news commodity. There must be, 
of course, the very closest cooperation between this and 
other departments of the association so that the news of 
Holsteins will be spread while it is news and has market- 
able value. 

An interesting feature of a study of the results ob- 
tained through our publicity service indicates that every 
state is apparently receiving its share of Holstein pub- 
licity in about the proportion that is shown of the number 
of Holsteins within the state. The Publicity Department 
is apparently functioning on a strictly impartial basis. 

Breeders interested in the welfare of the industry 
would do well to extend the closest cooperation with the 
Association’s publicity department for through it the 
largest value for each news item that can be distributed 
will be obtained. The national publicity department has 
entree to the news channels and items of real news value 
are practically assured of treatment befitting their im- 
portance. 


A COMPLAINT REGARDING FAT TESTS 

The writer having a herd of heavy producers found 
that the test of the milk shipped to the plant dropped 
considerably. In fact during flush pasture time, a drop 
from 3.7% to 3.1% was returned. This continued for six 
weeks. Having used some 14 gallons of whole milk daily 
for calf feeding, I decided to use a siphon on the night’s 
milk thereby extracting this amount of skim from the 
bottom of the cans before shipping, and discontinuing the 
use of the whole milk. This I estimated would bring the 
test up some, for 14 gallons of milk of 3.1 test should 
have 3.68 pounds of butterfat and by leaving this in the 
shipment, naturally I expected to get a better test in the 
next two weeks. But no the next invoice received had 
the same old 3.1% test, notwithstanding the fact that 
for three days the shipments were diverted to another 
plant, and in the invoice for this amount the test was 
4 points higher. There are very few businesses that the 
goods are shipped out daily, and some three or four weeks 
after the shipper is advised of what he shipped and its 
value on the bases of the test. If the several States wish 
to protect its dairy industry then they will have to sur- 
round the producer with resonable protection and safe 
guards against just what this article illustrates.

from Henry Hanson, tester for the 
Clarissa C. T. A. Starting in March 
1922 she had produced up to July 1, 
1927 a total of 111,235 lbs. milk ‘con- 
taining 3,730.6 lbs. fat in the 5% 
years, or an average production per 
year of 20,224 lbs. butter with 678.2 
lbs. fat. This production was made 
under ordinary farm conditions, on a 
grain ration composed of 100 lbs bran, 
100 lbs. corn, 100 Ibs. oats, and 
50 lbs. oil meal, fed at a rate 
of about one pound  of_ grain 
for four pounds of milk produced.

$1,838.01, with feed cost for this 
period of $533.47, giving her owners 
a net profit over feed costs of 
$1,304.54.

BARLEY COMPARED TO CORN IN 
DAIRY RATIONS 





Experimental Work Shows Barley 
Compares Favorably with Corn 
for Feeding Dairy Cows 


J. E. BURNETT and O. E. REED, 
Dairy Section, Michigan State Col- 
lege. 


The corn borer’s invasion of Mich- 
igan and the consequent demands for 
information relative to possible sub- 
stitutes for corn in the grain ration 
of dairy cattle has prompted this ex- 
perimental trial in which barley was 
compared with corn as a feed for 
dairy cows. 

The composition of barley is such 
as to indicate that the feeding value 
would be slightly less than that of 
corn since while one hundred pounds 
of barley contain about two pounds 
more digestible crude protein, it may 
contain five pounds less total digesti- 
ble nutrients. 

Previous Feeding Work With Barley 

It has been the experience of many 
farmers that barley may be substi- 
tuted in the grain ration of dairy 
cows in the place of corn. There is, 
however, little experimental data to 
support the result of practical feed- 
ing. Morrison, Humphrey, and Hulce 
of the Wisconsin Experiment Station 
found ground barley equal to ground 
corn. 

The experimental trials reported 
below were conducted at the College 
during the period from March 10 to 
June 8, 1927. Ten cows, nine pure 
bred Holsteins and one Ayrshire, 
were selected from the College dairy 
herd and divided into two lots of five 
cows each. Care was taken to select 
groups of cows that were comparable 
as far as milk production, stage of 
lactation, age, and other factors that 
might influence the trial. 

Rations Fed During Experiment 


All cows were fed roughage at the 
rate of one pound of hay and three 
pounds of silage for each hundred 
pounds of live weight. Grain was fed 
to the Holsteins at the rate of one 
pound to three and one-half pounds of 
milk produced and to the Ayrshire at 
the rate of one pound of grain to 
each three pounds of milk produced. 
The cows were weighed each day at 
the same time. Changes in amounts 
of grain and roughage fed were made 
at the end of ten-day periods. The

quality and well matured corn silage 
throughout the trial. The corn grain 
ration consisted of 400 pounds ground 
corn, 300 pounds of ground oats, 200 
pounds bran, and 100 pounds of Old 
Process linseed oil meal. The barley 
grain ration was the same except that 
ground barley was substituted for the 
ground corn. 

Rations Changed to Check Results 
During the first thirty days of the 
trial, Lot I was fed the corn ration 
and Lot II was fed the barley ration. 
During the second thirty days, Lot I 
was fed the barley ration and Lot II 
the corn ration. During the third 
thirty-day period Lot I was returned 


barley ration. The first ten days of 
each period was regarded as a tran- 
sition period and not included in 
the final results. 


Since cows tend to decrease in 
their milk production as lactation ad- 
vances, and, since this is a fairly uni- 
form factor, the average production 
of each lot of cows during the first 
and third periods should equal the 
production of the same cows during 
the second period if there is no 
change in production due to change 
in feeding. 

The following table gives the re- 
sults of the experiment:

Summary of Tabulated Data 

A study of the above table shows 
that the five cows in Lot I produced 
a total of 72.6 pounds of milk and 2.3 
pounds more butterfat during the 
average 20-day period when on the 
corn ration than they produced dur- 
ing the intervening 20-day period 
when on the barley ration. The aver- 
age weight of the five cows, however, 
was 11 pounds greater during the 20 
days they were on the barley ration. 
The five cows in Lot II produced a 
total of 32.2 pounds more milk and 
5.8 pounds more butterfat during the 
average 20-day period when on the 
barley ration than they produced 
while on the corn ration. The aver- 
age weight of the five cows in this 
lot, however, was 13 pounds greater 
during the 20 days they were on the 
corn ration. 

Conclusion 

The data shows that the cows in 
Lot I produced more milk and butter- 
fat on the ration containing corn and 
the cows in Lot II produced more

milk and butterfat on the ration con- 
taining barley. Therefore, it can be 
concluded that the two grain rations 
are about equal in feeding value and 
that barley may be substituted for 
corn in the grain ration of the dairy 
cow. 





EDUCATION AND LABOR INCOME 


Farm boys of school age who are 
questioning the advisability of enter- 
ing or completing high school or col- 
lege should consider the increased 
earning power that education gives. 

Farm surveys taken some years 
ago in different parts of the United 
States indicate that the labor in- 
comes of farm owners who attended 
high school were on the average 71 
per cent larger than were the labor 
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incomes of farmers who did not go 
beyond the district school. Table I. 
The farmers who attended high school 
had, on the average, 43 per cent 
more capital. A comparison of the 
two groups with equal capital showed 
that the high school farm owners 
made labor incomes 31 per cent 
larger in Tompkins County and 23 per 
cent larger in Jefferson County. 
The scientific and business prob- 
lems that farmers must solve are 
more difficult today than they were a 
generation ago. But schools and col- 
leges are now much better prepared 
to give instruction in agriculture and 
business. Instruction now is of di- 
rect assistance in the making of prof- 
itable business ‘decisions. Although 
education has been the best invest- 
ment in the past, it promises even 
greater returns for the future.

COOPERATIVE BULL ASSOCIA. 
TIONS 


The ultimate goal of the bull assogj- 
ation is better cows. 

The cooperative dairy-bull associa- 
tion is a farmers’ organization whoge 
chief purpose is the breeding of better 
dairy cows through the joint owner. 
ship, use, and systematic exchange of 
prepotent pure bred dairy bulls of 
high-producing ancestry. 

The dairyman of limited means js 
the one who can least afford ‘the 
great losses that come from carelegs- 
ness in breeding. 

The first bull 
United States was 
Michigan in 1908. There are now 248 
bull associations in 33 States. 

A study of the records of the daugh- 
ters of bull-association bulls showed 
an average yearly mature production 
of 8,071 pounds of milk and 342 
pounds of butterfat. In milk produc. 
tion the daughters excellee the dams 
by 13.5 per cent and in butterfat pro- 
duction by 14.4 per cent. 

Some of the sires are very out- 
standing. One sire was mated with 
cows having an average yearly milk 
production of 9,300 pounds and an 
average yearly butterfat production 
of 347 pounds, yet his seven daugh- 
ters from these cows excelled their 
dams by 57 per cent in milk produc- 
tion and by 44 per cent in production 
of butterfat. 

In many localities the banks are 
helping to finance the purchase of 
better dairy sires. One bank helped 
to finance the purchase of bulls for 
two bull associations. 

Through the system of transferring 
bulls from block to block, the bull 
association makes it possible to keep 
all proved bulls as long as they live 
or are fit for service. 

The State agricultural colleges and 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture will furnish information re- 
garding the organization of bull 
associations. 

In answer to the question, who 
should join a bull association, every 
dairyman is a prospective member. 
The bull association is adapted to 
every locality and to dairy herds of 
all sizes. 

The typical bull association consists 
of five blocks to each of which one 
bull is assigned. All the bulls are 
owned by the association. 

If possible proved bulls should be 
selected. When this is impossible the 
bulls should be selected on the pro- 
duction records of dams and grand- 
dams. 

In a bull association the bulls must 
all be of the same breed. 

Much progress has been made by 
selecting bulls on the records of their 
dams and granddams. The most 
rapid progress can not come until 
dairy sires are selected on the pro- 
duction records of their daughters.

BULL TRAIN TO OPERATE IN 
ILLINOIS 

The Dairy Bull Train to be operated 
over the C. & E. I. Railway will stop 
at twenty-four towns in Illinois from 
Oct. 31st to Nov. 12th. The train 
will remain in each town for several 
hours, only stopping at two towns 
each day. 
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A visit to the towns where the 
train will stop has just been made by 
railroad officials with representatives 
of the dairy breed associations, and 
much interest was found in breeding 
better dairy cattle. Many dairymen 
were visted by these men, and it was 
found that there was a demand for 
good bulls. 

This train will consist of a car of 
exhibits on the value of using a good 
dairy sire, three cars of fine bulls, a 
living car for those with the train and 
a flat car from which talks will be 
made. Jersey, Guernsey and Hol- 
stein bulls will be on the train. These 
bulls are all registered and from 
dams with high producing records, 
and are being selected with much 
care by the breed associations. The 
bulls will be available for sale to any 
who may want one, and delivery will 
be made from the train. 

In each town where the train will 
stop a committee has been formed to 
have charge of the local arrange- 
ments, and many of those towns are 
planning to celebrate the occasion 
with a Better Dairy Day. Merchants 
will put on bargain sales and the 
coming of the train will be widely ad- 
vertised. In many of the towns the 
business men are planning to give 
away a good bull from the train to 
arouse interest. 

Several towns are making special 
efforts to get agricultural students in 
high schools to visit the train in a 
body and hold a cow judging demon- 
stration with the assistance of the 
dairy specialists who will be on the 
train. Prizes are being offered in 
some towns for the school student 
who writes the best essay on the visit 
to the train. 

Cooperating with the C. & E. I. 
Railway in running this train will be 
the Illinois Dairymen’s Association, 
Illinois State Department of Agricul- 
ture, the Jersey, Guernsey and Hol- 
stein breed associations and local or- 
ganizations of businessmen and farm- 
ers.—Luther Fuller, General Agricul- 
tural Agent. 





WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
HIGH COST OF DISTRIBUTION? 


Wages are nearly two and one-half 
times as high as before the war. The 
farmer is selling food at 43 per cent 
above pre-war prices. When this 
same food reaches consumers it 
brings 72 per cent above pre-war re- 
tail prices. 


For a product for which the farmer 
received fifty cents and which retailed 
at $1.00 before the war, the present 
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Distributing charges have about 
doubled. Considerable increase in ef- 
ficiency has occurred or they would 
be worse than this. One often hears 
the statement made that the high dis- 
tributing charges are due to the fact 
that city laborers insist on high 
wages. There is no more personal 
guilt involved in high wages than 
there is in the recent advance in the 
price of corn. 

When financial inflation occurred 
during the Napoleonic Wars, wages 
lagged behind rising prices and were 
relatively low. When dedation o1c- 
curred, wages again lagged behind 
prices for a long series of years. 
There are hundreds of illustrations of 
financial inflation and deflation. In 
every case of which the writers have 
found a record, wages have lagged. 
This is a fundamental price relation- 
ship independent of labor unions, 
trusts or governments. It is one of 
the multitude of price maladjustments 
brought about by a change in the 
value of money. 

Formerly, the injustices to debtors 
and creditors resulting from inflation 
and deflation were considered to be 
the major maladjustments resulting 
from changes in the value of money. 
In a country where agriculture is so 
commercialized as it is in the United 
States, and where the farmer is lo- 
cated so far from the consumer (the 
average haul of fruits and vegeables 
is 1,500 miles) the failure of distrib- 
uting charges to decline when defla- 
tion occurs, is far more serious than 
is the failure of debts to be adjusted 
to commodity prices. The _ distrib- 
uting machinery is now absorbing 
about twice as much money as was 
absorbed before the war. The supply 
of food is such that consumers are 
willing to take the product at 72 per 
cent above pre-war prices, but high 
handling charges leave the farmer 
only 43 per cent above pre-war prices. 
This is not a question of supply and 
demand. Supply and demand de- 
termine what the retail price shall 
be, namely, 72 per cent above pre- 
war prices when sold from stores and 
over 90 per cent above pre-war prices 
when sold at eating places. Financial 
deflation with its inevitable results 
determines how much of the retail 
price the farmer gets. 

As the years go by, adjustment 
gradually will occur, in part by in- 
creased efficiency, in part by lower- 
ing wages (if prices continue to fall), 
but in major part by the growth of 
population and the drastic curtail- 
ment of agriculture which will result 
in a food shortage. These latter ad- 
justments have gone a long ways in

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produced about as much food as it 
needed for its own use. Few prod- 
ucts were sold and equally few were 
purchased. A large crop was a bless- 
ing. Financial inflation or deflation 
had little significance, except as it 
affected debts. As agriculture has be- 
come specialized and more efficient, 
the farmer sells most of what he pro- 
duces and must purchase many things 
in order to live and operate his farm. 
High production is no longer a bless- 
ing. The farmer gets less money for 
a large crop than for a small crop. 
Prices are the major consideration. 

The problems resulting in special- 
ized and commercialized agriculture 
located a long distance from the con- 
sumer are relatively new in the 
United States. They do not exist in 
Europe in any comparable degree, be- 
cause in Europe farming is less ef- 
ficient and less commercialized. 
Every new farm machine moves 
people to the cities and makes the 
problem more difficult. 


A change in the value of the dollar, 
since it reacts on prices long before 
it reacts on handling charges, causes 
havoc in agriculture. Industrial con- 
cerns are able to adjust quickly, be- 
cause they deal with mechanical 
rather than biological facts. American 
agriculture is so efficient that it can- 
not stand an unstable dollar. The 
results of deflation are more serious 
than is yet appreciated, but it is a 
waste of time to try to find the man 
who is personally to blame for the 
inevitable consequences of deflation.

CLEAN UP LICE ON LIVE STOCK 
BEFORE WINTER 


The fall months are a highly de- 
sirable time for cleaning up lice on 
farm animals. This timely reminder 
is made by specialists of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture. They 
point out that lice on horses, cattle, 
and other farm animals are generally 
most troublesome in winter, but at 
that time effective treatment is very 
difficult. Hence it is important to 
free live stock of lice before cold 
weather sets in. 

In northern areas of the United 
States the winter months are gen- 
erally too cold for safe dipping or 
Spraying, which are the two most 
effective methods of freeing animals 
of lice. Dusting powders are of some 
value, during cold weather, in holding 
Parasites in check, but such powders 
are not considered dependable reme- 
dies. Consequently, it.is advisable to 
utilize a period of mild weather dur- 
ing the fall to delouse farm animals. 
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The effect of both the biting and 
the sucking varieties of lice is to 
annoy live stock, thus interfering 
with their feeding, rest, and comfort. 
Sucking lice also cause some loss of 
blood. For cattle and horses Govern- 
ment specialists recommend arseni- 
cal dips, coal-tar creosote dips, or 
nicotine solutions. For dipping hogs, 
crude petroleum and coal-tar creosote 
dips are effective. 

It is important to treat all the ani- 
mals in a-herd even though some 
animals appear to be free of lice. If 
only a part of the herd is treated the 
parasites may spread by contact from 
one animal to another. Even a few 
lice on an unsuspected animal may 
reinfest the entire herd. Accordingly 
thoroughness is essential. Full direc- 
tions for preparing and vsing dips are 
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contained in bulletins on the subject. 
The following may be obtained on 
application to the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. G.: 
Farmers’ Bulletins 909-F, “Cattle Lice 
and How to Eradicate Them;” 1085-F,

Discussing the herd-improvement 
question, Henry tells Tom _ that 
“proved bulls are best.” <A proved 
bull is one that has shown by the 
records of five or more of his un- 
selected daughters that he consistent- 
ly sires daughters that produce more 
than their dams. Henry had located 
such a bull and was considering buy- 


ing him although Tom thought the 
price would be too much. The bull 
had sired twenty daughters, 10 of 


which had already shown they could 
produce a yearly average of 75 pounds 
more butterfat than their dams. The 
others, Henry felt, would be just as 
good. At 40 cents a pound for butter- 
fat the extra 75 pounds would be 
worth $30. Each of the 20 daughters 
promises to earn an extra $30 every 
year she is in the herd, and if they 
average four seasons, they will earn 


20 times 30 times 4, or something 
like $2,400 more that their dams. 
That, said Henry, is a good indica- 


tion of what such a bull is worth. 

The two farmers continue to dis- 
cuss the questions of feeding, testing, 
and clean milk production with equal- 
ly convincing facts.

These exhibits 
consist of live animals which haye 
been fed the same basis rations, but 
with butter added in one case and 
oleo margarine in the other. The 
striking difference in the size, vigor 
and general health of the two classes, 
which are displayed under the slogan, 
“Butter Made the Difference,” has at. 
tracted wide attention. These exhibits 
at fairs and other public gatherings 
hag resulted in material decreases .in 
the amount of oleo margarine sold in 
these localities and corresponding in- 
creases in the amount of butter used. 
Evidently the truth hurts, but in spite 
of the veiled steps which the repre- 
sentatives of the oleo manufacturers 
are making, the National Dairy Coun- 
cil will continue to inform the Ameri- 
can public in its effective displays 
showing the relative food value of 
butter and margarine.

REPORT OF EXTENSION SERVICE 
ACTIVITIES DURING AUGUST 
AND SEPTEMBER, 1927 

The reports of Extension work for 
August and September are being com- 
bined due to the similarity of the 
work during the two months. A re- 
markable increase both in inquiries 
for cattle and for literature and facts 
about the breed was noted during Au- 
gust and September. A total of 
2.272 inquiries was received at the 
Extension office and they are divid- 
ed as follows: Students and teach- 
ers 487, breeders and _ prospective

breeders 1,675, inquiries for cattle 
110—Total 2,272. In order to supply 
the great demand for literature about 
the breed a total of 51,477 pieces of 
literature were mailed out during the 
two months. A great deal of this 
literature went to make up the Coun- 
ty Fair Exhibit packages, a consid- 
erable amount went to railroad agri- 
cultural agents, while the agricultur- 
al high schools sent in many re- 
auests. We ‘had a great demand for 
the True Type pictures.

This list 
is made up of requests from 35 states 
and 5 foreign countries, this being 
the largest number of states on rec- 
ord during the past ten months. We 
find the total of 110 inquiries listed 
as follows:

2. Prefix Names— 

A total of 62 stories was sent ont 
to local and state papers regarding 
trademark names’ reserved by Hol- 
stein breeders in our Association. 

3. Erie Better Dairy Sire Spe. 
cial Train— 

Four articles and one special story 
were sent to papers along the Erie 
line where the train is running. 
These stories were from 150 to 200 
words in length and were illustrated 
by True Type bull pictures and the 
purebred sire chart. 

4. Feature stories— 

Two special feature stories were 
sent out by request, one of them con- 
sisting of three thousand words for 
a leading farm paper. 

5. State Fair stories—7. 

Special stories on the Holstein 
winnings at seven of the leading fairs 
were sent to the state farm papers 
in which we advertise and to twelve 
newspapers with the largest circula- 
tion in the respective states where 
the fairs were held. 

6. Record stories— 

Fourteen record stories were placed 
during the two months, these stories 
consisting of an account of special 
records made by cows of our breed, 
same stories being sent largely to 
the states where the achievements 
were made. In addition to the state 
papers, stories and pictures on rec- 
ords were placed in the national 
mediums. 

Advertising was kept up in all of 
our regular issues and special ads 
were prepared in the national medi- 
ums, calling attention to our booths 
at the various larger fairs. 
Holstein Booths at Shows and Fairs 

The entire force of men spent a 
good portion of the two months at 
shows and fairs, where attractive Hol- 
stein booths were erected and con- 
ducted. In addition the Extension 
men were active in assisting in the 
Calf Club work, judging contests, 
Holstein meetings and general dairy 
meetings. During the two months we 
find booths were ‘handled at 32 shows. 
In addition to the 32 shows which the 
Extension office personnel handled 
250 special county booths were put 
up by county and state secretaries 
and interested breeders. This repre- 
sents the greatest amount of work 
which has been done for the last five 
vears in presenting our Holstein 
facts at all classes of shows. We 
believe that this is one of tbe most 
important parts of our work and that 
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it will pay many times in publicity 
value. 
General Field Service 

‘m addition to the fairs and shows 
indicated above our group of field 
workers attended 34 Holstein meet- 
ings during the two months—attend- 
ance 8,495. These meetings varied 
jn nature, some of them being county 
and state picnics, some calf club 
gatherings, with several appearances 
pefore Chambers of Commerce and 
organizations of like nature. 

Our fieldmen report 120 Holstein 
conferences during the two months, 
such conferences being held with 
pankers, breeders, commercial organ- 
jzations, etc. Fifty farm visits were 
made chiefly for the purpose of as- 
sisting the breeders in selecting show 
herds for their local shows. 

Mr. Clark and Mr. Cooper made a 
special survey of the southern dairy 
cattle situation and this will be re- 
ported to the Board at the National 
Dairy Show. 

Our fieldmen were also active in 
getting out the entries for the Na- 
tional Dairy Show and we are glad 
to report that 211 head of Holsteins 
are now entered for showing at 
Memphis. Mr. Cooper did consider- 
able work in connection with the in- 
ter-breed co-operative program and 
exhibit which will be staged at Mem- 
phis. 

Calf Club Work 

All field workers assisted in the 
ealf club work at the many shows 
and fairs and report about the same 
number of young people showing as 
in 1926 and a real improvement in 
the. quality of the animals shown. 
The drive which we continually make 
to develop showmanship among the 
youngsters has resulted in much bet- 
ter ring generalship and better fitted 
animals. Calf Club ribbons were pro- 
vided for many of the county shows 
and our final report will undoubtedly 
show that at least twice as many of 
these ribbons were requested as in 
1926. 

General Holstein Conditions 

Splendid exhibits of Holstein cat- 
tle are being reported at all of the 
shows, this being especially true in 
the Northwest where Mr. Everly re- 
ports Holsteins leading in numbers 
at practically every fair. This is also 
true in the sections where our breed 
does not predominate. 

Reports from state secretaries and 
extension workers indicate that the 
interest in Holsteins is steadily in- 
creasing and that better prices are 
being offered for the right kind of 
animals. A general satisfaction is 
expressed with the milk conditions 
and we cannot help but feel that all 
of this points to a much better fu- 
ture for the breed.
